The Federal Trade Commission, 
iays the U. S. Chamber of Com- 
icfce, issued a "misleading" re- 
Oft on the 1950 profits of corpora- 
ton's. According to the FTC man- 
lecturing corporation profits in- 
tfcased 61 per cent last year. 


But the chamber charges that

, After deducting taxes the 


jroflt increase was only 415 per 
ent, the chamber continued. 
.Corporate income taxes rose 93 
icr cent, but tho FTC chose to 
nnlt mention of this. 


And, continues the chamber's 


ndiclincnt, only half of American 
corporations are in thcmanufacl- 


business — the others are in 


etail anil wholesale trade, and 
heir figurrcs were behind Indus 
ry's. 
The FTC is charged with using 


rtioney percentage figures and cle- 
iberately ignoring the fact that 
oday's dollar profits go against 
steeply rising inventory and re- 
placement charges. 


In conclusion, the chamber said 
hat although there wns a "book- 
keeping profit" for corporations in 
9M of -10 billion dollars the stock- 
loldcrs got only 9 billions. The 
act is, said the chamber, corpor- 
ation stockholder's share of the 
natural income has been going 
teadily downhill despite the sharp 
ise in "bookkeeping" profit. 
And as a parting shot, the cham- 


ber remined the FTC 
that 
the 


Budget Bureau, another branch of 
the federal machine, had warned 
the FTC it should revise its sy- 
stem of reporting profits. .
